DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 22-24, 27, and 28 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The July 25, 201 1 decision of the BPAI reverses the Examiner's rejections. The reversal is on the 
grounds the Examiner has not established that the asserted mixing occurs at location 33 during 
residue removal "given that Shang's deposition and cleaning process are mutually exclusive". 
See decision at page 3.
